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BIBLE QUOTATION ON NEW ISRAEL COIN 


The five pound commemorative coin to be issued by Israel this spring 
features the Biblical quotation, “ _ and the people shall return to their 
homeland.” This reference to the important ingathering of the exiles 
serves to point up one of Israel’s more important projects. This third 
coin in Israel's commemorative series will be sold officially at 10 pounds 
and will be available mint uncirculated and in limited quantities in 
proof. The coin is the same size as the 10th Anniversary commemorative 
coin issued in April 1958 and the obverse of this new coin will be the 
same as the 10th Anniversary issue except for the date, which will read 
5719 (1959). 


It was designed by Miriam Karoly, who is already well known for 
her many unique designs for Israel stamps. In addition to the Bible 
quotation, it shows the exiles from all over the world symbolically join- 
ing hands and marching to their new home in Israel. 


Like the 10th Anniversary coin, a lettered edge (in Hebrew) will be 
utilized. The coin will be minted in 900 fine silver metal. The mint to 
be utilized for the striking of this coin has not yet been selected. The 
first commemorative coin was struck at the Royal Mint in Utrecht, The 
Netherlands, and the most recent Chanukah (Knowledge is Light) coin 
was struck in Switzerland. 


The exact date of issue will be announced later, according to Jacques 
Minkus. head of the Israel Philatelic Agency in America. The Israel 
Philatelic Agency handles the distribution of all Israel coins to bona fide 
stamp and coin dealers in the United States and Canada. 


1955 DOUBLE DIE SHIFT CENT ‘SOARING IN PRICE!! 


The cover photo shows why this new variety is popular with the 
collector, it’s expected to reach new highs in price and interest. One 
reason is dealers are already willing to pay book prices for them, another 
is the Cent is the most popular item collected. With many collectors seek- 
ing them there aren’t many to go around and no set will be complete 
without it, For example the 1909 SVDB mintage is 484,000 and is the 
most sought of coin in this series. The 1955 Double Die Shift with no 
actual record of the number struck is estimated by many dealers to be 
in the area of 2,000-5,000. With the possible pieces being lost, multilated 
and circulated there aren’t many around, plus the fact of reports of them 
being found through the country. They should be well circulated by now. 
Compare these figures and you will see they are very scarce. If you're 
inclined to find one instead of purchasing one, don’t do it, buy one! If 
you are fortunate to find one you can always sell it for a higher price 
later. I have had about a dozen of these since 1956, but sold or traded 
them from $6. to $50. At this writing I can truthfully say I don’t have a 
one left, but I will make it my business to try to get all I can before they 
skyrocket more then they already have. One dealer reported a sale list- 
ing of $125. for B.U. I believe there are three (3) words which answers 
most price values; they are, “Supply, Demand and Availablility.” 


This interesting error occurred during the making of the die not in 
the striking. All working dies are made from the master die, when a 
working die is ready to be made it is annealed so that it won't be hard 
or brittle and the steel will take on the best features. The master die is 
given several blows on to the working die or hub. It is during this proc- 
ess that due to a die not being properly annealed, left it hard thus a few 
blows on a hard surface could cause it to bounce or shift slightly. This 
error wasn't caught until later; one source said a bag (5,000) was put 
aside, but was accidently shipped to a Federal Reserve Bank. Massachu- 
setts was the area where they were first found in a quantity of 2 to 24, 
since then they have been cropping up in differene parts of the country. 
To date I have seen or known of about only 300 pieces, these are from 
conventions, ads, collectors and dealers. How many were actually struck 
or available, your guess is as good as mine. 
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A HISTORY OF CANADIAN DIMES 


By Starr Gilmore 


Canadian dime mintage began with 1858 and all coins for this year 
are of the Province of Canada. Only a small coinage was required and 
it was not until 1870 that they were again minted. It should be under- 
stood that prior to 1908, all Canadian coins were put out either by the 
Tower Mint or by the one of Heaton at Birmingham, England. Those of 
the Tower Mint have no mark on them, similar to our own of Philadel- 
phia, but those of Heaton’s show the letter “H” below the center of the 
wreath ribbon. 


Familiarity being once established with the wreath design, the artists 
responsible for the series become easy enough to remember. Wyon’s re- 
verse came to an end in 1936 and Theed executed a model for the effigy 
of Queen Victoria which the former engraved. De Saulles is responsible 
for King Edward’s effigy and Sir Bertram Mackennal for the one of 
George V. The initials of the last two appear on the obverses of their 
design. 


As long as England minted the dimes, she turned them out of 925 
fineness, the same being true of her own coins. Canada continued to do 
the same until 1935, when she went over to the present 800 standard. 
Mint Reports are not too clear on the subject but the change is mentioned 
in the 1935 Report. With further regard to fineness, the dimes of 800 alloy 
nearly always rank next to the dollars and now and then they have been 
first. 


It should be remembered that there was no mint in Ottawa until the 
year 1908. When set up, it was termed the Ottawa Branch of the Royal 
Mint and it began operations on January 2nd in the year given. It lasted 
until November 30th, 1931, and the present Royal Canadian Mint dates 
from December lst, 1931. Canada still depends upon England for some 
of her coin work. Witness, for example, the new 50 cent reverse of 
Thomas Shingles, at one time Chief Engraver of the Royal Canadian 
Mint. Further, England has made a large number of master dies for 
Canada, and one occasion even saw the execution of a few by the 
Paris Mint. 


When in brilliant uncirculated, the maple wreath dimes are truly 
little gems, but they are also gems not too easy to get. The last issues 
are now and then seen in circulation, some of them in quite good condi- 
tion. But as we are all aware, they are gradually being gathered in and 
will in the near future be no longer seen. 


Collectors who may wish to collect the 1936 “Dot” are welcome to 
the opportunity as I am perfectly satisfied with mine which has no such 
distinction. A dime that sells for $2,000 can hardly command the interest 
of but very few. The dots seem never to have gotten on the coins, or if 
they did, they fell off at a very early stage. 


Although I am not at all inclined to complain about Canadian coins, 
I nevertheless feel that the dimes beginning with 1937 are the least satis- 
factory of all the coins starting with the year mentioned. It is my belief 
that the maple wreath type is decidedly better and there are many others 
who will share my opinion. 


Designed by Emanuel Hahn who recently died in Toronto, February 
14th, 1957, his initial appears on it as an exceedingly small ‘‘H” on the 
left hand side. The initials of Mary Gillick, unlike those of Henry Paget, 
appear on the bottom of the neck of Queen Elizabeth in letters of such 
infinitesimal size as very nearly to defy detection. They are not too easy 
to see on the dollar and the coin must be held on a slant to bring them 
out. The curious who examine the coin will soon see what I mean. 


One thing that is wrong centers about the relief that is given the 
ship. Being so low, it makes the coin of very flat appearance and it is 
my understanding that the artist was not entirely pleased with it. To 
effect betterment in the relief would require a great deal of work that 
probably would not be worth the time and trouble. The dates are small, 
difficult to read, and when they become smudged, very hard indeed. And 
when coins of this kind are poorly struck, all defects naturally become 
apparent in much more detail. 


But however much these things may be true, there is no doubt about 
one thing: Emanuel Hahn chose the one ship for his design that any of 
us would highly approve. The schooner depicted is the famous Bluenose 
which created a sensation when she sailed the seas in her best days. She 
was launched in 1921, won practically all of the races in which she en- 
gaged, and surely she would have been the envy of Sir Thomas Lipton. 
Unhappily enough, her later history was anything but romantic. She 
sank to the lowly status of a coal barge and finally perished off the coast 
of Haiti in 1946. 


Other things which center about this dime and its ship design are of 
interest. Canadian maritime history came to an end after 200 years; that 
is, aS related to sailing ships, and looked at in this way, the coin may be 
considered a kind of commemorative. And it further reminds us of the 
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fact that Canada has an active fishing industry on both the Atlantic and 
Pacific. For longer than most of us now realize, the fishing banks of 
Newfoundland supported an immense number of sail ships, 


Of all the dimes in the second series, the 1948 is the most desired and 
the most expensive for it begins at $1.00 and reaches $10.00 if brilliant 
uncirculated. Its coinage figure of 422,741 is absurdly low for a piece of 
this type and greatly increases the difficulty of getting it. Although they 
are certainly in circulation, few of them indeed are picked up in this way 
and I personally know of none who have done so. The difficulty of date 
reading has doubtless kept a great many from going through bank rolls 
who would otherwise do so. 


Figures on Canadian coins frequently puzzle the beginner. For ex- 
ample, the 1875 ““H” dime and the 1884 sell at practically the same price 
and both are expensive. They begin at $50.00 and end at $475.00 for the 
first and $450.00 for the latter. Yet the mintage figure of the 1875 is 
1,000,000 as compared to 150,000 for the 1884, the lowest number for any 
Canadian dime. The answer to this is that when a coin is not available 
it makes no difference what the mintage figure may happen to be. Coins 
of any given year may be only partially put out, remelted, recalled, or 
all sorts of things occur. The “holey” shillings of Prince Edward Island 
went to a low figure when a ship went to the bottom of the ocean that 
was carrying a large number of the pieces. And so it goes. 


Based on the latest figures of the Guide Book of Canadian Coins, a 
complete set of dimes, had only at the lowest cost, in merely good con- 
dition, would still command $500.00 and possibly more. For most of us 
therefore, type collecting is the best answer.

If this cannot be so, then all the other coins of the mint error nature 
and rarities which have been proven jgenuine, may also be called fakes. 
Why the partiality exists here is beyond me. I think at this point is a 
good time where one can define the difference of a collector or numis- 
matist.

At the risk of getting into a bailiwick where I don’t really belong, 
and at the further risk of making statements not of the wisest kind, I 
would still like to make a few observations about the 1943 bronze cent. 
In common with many others, I have wondered about it. 


Our friendseof the Mint deny that such a coin was ever struck and 
it is obviously foolish for anybody to argue the point with officialdom. 
It certainly is not to be expected that the Mint will ever reach an oppo- 
site conclusion. What shall we then believe? 


If we are going to believe that such pieces do exist and were actually 
struck by the Mint, then we must naturally also believe that in some way 
or other a bronze fillet was used in the making of them. And we must 
further assume that it was not done by design but was the result of a 
mischance wherein such a fillet was accidentally put to use. It will then 
have to be our assumption that a few of such fillets would be on hand and 
that therefore such a thing could happen. And if not, then I fail to see 
how the situation could be explained. 


This brings us around to the Mint statement that such coins do not 
exist and I cheerfully agree. However, I only agree in the sense that 
the Mint has no official knowledge of such pieces and I am willing to 
believe that the statement was honestly made. Indeed, there is no reason 
to suppose anything else.

cent pieces. I respectfully submit that this is an appalling number or 
coins. And if we should imagine that as many as 10,000 bronze cents 
were actually struck, and actually put in circulation, then I believe they 
would be quite as much lost among the multitude as a drop of water is 
lost in the ocean. We need not be told that very few people, except for a 
few collectors, and not even all of them, take the trouble to scrutinize 
all the cent pieces that they get in one way or another. It is a point 
which I think should be kept in mind. 


And then there is another thing. I happen to know that the Royal 
Canadian Mint had no end of trouble during the war years with per- 
sonnel that was not too efficient. The Mint lost many of its best and 
most experienced workers and those who replaced them had to learn a 
great many things. And if this be true, and it certainly is, then it is my 
assumption that the United States Mint did not escape scatheless. And 
I argue from this that a mischance of the kind that I have mentioned 
is certainly within the realm of possibility. 


You may now Say that such coins could not get past inspection. I 
do not agree. We certainly know, all of us, that freak coins of all sorts 
manage to get through inspection and some collectors even make a 
business of collecting them. Canada has almost no freak coins; we have 
a great many. Why? Because we put coins out, especially the cent, in 
such overwhelming numbers as to make anything like minute inspection 
out of the question. 


Any argument that is based on the theory of cleverly executed 
counterfeits gets into all sorts of trouble. I am not going to say that 
such a thing is impossible, but I do maintain that it is highly improbable. 
Not too long ago an inspired gentleman counterfeited our dollars so 
successfully as to well nigh defy detection. The only trouble was that 
they were too heavy and it was discovered that he was actually making 
better money than the Mint; that is, his dollars had a higher silver 
content than was required. 


We are told that the first bronze 1943 cent was discovered by a 
California lad who had a paper route, that he had a large number of cents 
in a jar, and that he discovered it among them. Is it possible under these 
circumstances to suppose that it was a well executed counterfeit? Of 
course, if you wish to believe some other story, it is a different matter. 
But I assume that the account of the finding is true. 


Certainly enough, my argument may be as full of holes as Swiss 
cheese but until a better one is brought forth, then I may as well believe 
my own. I assuredly am not going to be foolish enough to suppose that 
I have said the last word. I hope nobody more open to reason than I am 
and there is surely no axe for me to grind in this instance. 


There are all sorts of things in the world of money that will never 
be explained and never can be. Nevertheless, we cannot help but wonder 
and perhaps even a poor explanation is better than none at all. And if 
the coin referred to is indeed a counterfeit, then certainly it is a master- 
piece. 


Once in a while something comes up which is in defiance of all ordi- 
nary rules. For example, there is one known case, and only one, in which 
the paper money of the United States was so successfully counterfeited 
as to defy detection. I regret my inability to recall the name of this 
misguided genius. This particular man was an expert engraver who 
solved the paper problem by bleaching out genuine notes on which he 
printed his spurious currency. The Secret Service was never able to 
prove that he did any counterfeiting. 


And what finally happened to him? His bleaching secret died with 
him in San Quentin where he ended his days And he was put in San 
Quentin on the charge of writing bad checks at a time when he must 
have had several millions put away in various banks. He didn’t even 
stop with the money of the United States for he counterfeited the money 
of England, France, and Italy. But like too many, he never knew the 
meaning of enough. Sic transit gloria pecunia.* 
*So passes away the glory of money.

POINTS TO LOOK FOR ON 
SOME POPULAR COINS 


1 CENT LINCOLN: The lines on 
wheat stalk and Lincoln’s ear are 
a good spot to look for wear. On 
a coin classed as very good most 
lines should be showing, on a coin 
graded fine they should be clear. 


5 CENT LIBERTY: E Pluribus 
Unum is legible on coins graded 
good, clear on coins graded very 
good. One graded fine should have 
full liberty. 

5 CENT BUFFALO: On a good 
coin edge of word Liberty may be 
slightly worn, but on one graded 
very good the word Liberty is clear 
and one-half of horn shows, a fine 
coin should have nearly a full 
horn, a coin classed as very fine 
has full horn and tail shows on 
hip. 

10 CENT MERCURY: Watch 
lines on axes faces, on coins classed 
very good some lines show, a fine 
coin should have all lines. 


FOR BEGINNERS who are just 
starting to collect, here are a few 
suggestions and some advice. First, 
a coin guid book is a must. They 
can be purchased for $1.00 or more 
for helpful information: on care, 
condition, value, amount minted, 
types, how coins are made, and 
other news of help and interest. 
Most coins can be found in circu- 
lation. As you are making your 
set always ‘ry to improve the worn 
coins. Value of coins depends 
greatly on the condition. Never 
clean or polish coins unless you 
are experienced. If you must try, 
use a common date coin. There 
are handy cleaning kits available 
for this purpose. Coin insert 
folders and other supplies can be 
obtained at your dealer. You may 
also notice that the age of old 
coins do not make them rare. 
There are some late date coins 
minted that are worth more than 
some hundreds of years old. What 
makes one coin worth more than 
another are by these factors: 
Amount of coins minted, availa- 
bility, collectors demand and any 
unusual die stvikes. Coins can be 
obtained through purchases, by 
auction or trading with collectors. 
Mint sets can be bought by writing 
the Treasury Depi., U.S. Office of 
Treasury, Washington 25, D.C., at 
face value, plus postage and han- 
dling. To obtain Proof Sets of cur- 
rent year send $2.10 money order 


to Supt. Phila. Mint, 16th and 
Spring Garden Streets, Philadel- 
phia, Pa. You may order up to 100 
sets per person. Commemorative 
half dollars are authorized peri- 
odically by Congress. These halves 
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when issued are not sold by the 
mints. They are turned over to a 
Commission authorized by Con- 
gress at face value. The Commis- 
sion than sells the halves at a 
premium.

LICENSED COIN-STAMP

To be or not to be a licensed deal- 
er is the question. Authorities look- 
ing for more revenue to balance the 
budget are thinking of same.

ALBERTA PROSPERITY 
CERTIFICATE 
by J. E. Charlton 


During a period of depression 
various kinds of emergency money 
are issued and the depression of the 
early 1930’s was no exception. A 
very popular numismatic item in 
this category is the Alberta Govern- 
ment’s Prosperity Certificate which 
was about the same size and color 
as a Canadian $1 bill, and dated 
August 5, 1936. On the face of the 
certificate was the inscription “The 
Provincial Treasurer will pay to the 
bearer the sum of One Dollar on the 
expiration of two years from date

of issue hereof, upon presentation 
hereof, provided that there are then 
attached to the back hereof. on: 
hundred and four one-cent ce} 
cate stamps.” This meant that a 
Special one cent stamp had be | 
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pasted on each week before it could 
be passed on. Two years later with 
104 stamps on the reverse side it 
could be redeemed for one dollar. 


The notes were put in circulation 
as payments to men on unemploy- 
ment relief who were employed on 
road construction and the purpose 
was to increase purchasing power 
and accelerate the velocity of busi- 
ness, 


The prosperity certificates met 
with a poor reception by the public 
retailers, wholesalers and _ banks. 
Many refused to accept them as 


they were not legal tender or law- | 


ful money. 


As a result many of these notes 
remained in the hands of the orig- 
inal owners as interesting souvenirs.
